FREE HOSPITAL. . 
There is an agitation for free 
hospitals on now through the 
prevince and judging from the 
resolutions passed'at different 


conventions the movement is. be- 


coming: quite popular. ; 
There is no reason why it 
should not be as it is the only 
Solution to the present unsatis- 
factory system. Under the 
present system there are ‘men, 
women and children going about 
with curable diseases and not 
getting the proper treatment to 
relieve them of their suffering 
simply because they feel they 
cannot afford to go to the hos- 
pitals, Besides being in misery 
themselves, they are jeopardiz- 
ing the health of those with 
whom they come in contuct, and 
as a result deaths which might 
have been avoided are occuring 
every day, mo 
Of course the movement is 
only in its infancy and the ques- 
tion arises as to whether they 
should be municipally or pro- 
vincially owned and controlled. 
The Review is of the opinion 
that they should be run by the 
provincial government, the same 
as our prisons and asylums. 
With municipal hospital patients 
from an adjoining municipality 
could not very well be turned 
down, yet it would not be fair 
to expect the ratepayers in-the 
municipality where the hospital 
stood to bear the expense of fur- 
nishing © accommodation for 
those outside of its — borders. 
With provincial hospitals it 
would be different. It would 
not matter from what. part of 
the province they came, for all 
parts would be paying their 
share alike. “Under provincial 
control they would be equitably 
distributed throughout the 
province, while the other way 
there might be a dozen in one 
district and none in others. 
where they are most needed. 
The. movement is a good one

Thousands of Troop Trains Run on 
Schedule Time—Smootih Workirg 
From First Day of Mobilizatio.,, 


On the 


3ist of July; 1914, all the 
active troops Were in their garrisons 
with railroads carrying passengers 
and goods ds usual, Jhe order for the 
troops to ‘set out was iesued at 3.50 
o'clock, and &t 5 o'clock all the units 
assigned to the defence of the frat 
tier were Mm their trqins on the way 
to their positions of resistafice. , The 
transportations of all the covering 


troops was finished August 3rd. ‘The 
first day the Bastern railroad alone 
sent out 638 trains of soldiers, every 
one of which. reached its destination 
on schedule time. The Eastern road 
sent out 646 trains only the second 
day, showing that its first effort lack- 
ed only eight trains of the maximum. 
After the mobilization 4,300 trains 
were employed in the concentration 
of the forces at points fixed and only 
80 of them were behind the hour pro- 
vided for in their schedule. 


Railways Won the Marne 


The railroads became a manceuver- 
ing instrument when the concentra- 
tion period was finished and played 
a capftal Tole in the battle of the 
, Marne. Even during the battle of 
Charleroi, the Allies’ left ‘was rein- 
forced by three | divisions brought 
from the region of Nancy in 200 trains 
in three days’ time.
